Health: 

WHEREAS, the winter's aocuma- 
lat ion of deca>ing filth and refuse in 
alleys and streets of cities and towns, 
and especially in and aboat tba back 
premiass of alnaoat all homaa, ridi 
and poor, in cities, towns and country 
districts, constitutes an annually re- 
curring menace to the health, life 
and ewnfort of the antira population 
of Eentuckyt which aaaily and inex- 
pensively can be hauled away and 
spread upon gardens and farms where 
it is much needed if all classes of the 
people will lend a hand in the work, 
now, 

THEREFOKE, be it known that 
the State Board of Health, by virtue 
of authority vested in it by tlie law, 
hereby joins the State Federation of 
Woraens' Clubs in designating ami- 
proclaiming the iJeriod from April 
2(iDh to May 2nd as "Clean- Up- Week"i 
this to include liming and white- 
washing, for evei^^ home in Keatncky; 
and m this health and life saving 
work the Board earnestly /appeals for 
the full and active cooperation for the 
entire weak of all city an^^unty . of- 
ficiate,' day and Sunday sebort ttoeh- 
ers and pupils— their duty to begin 
with the school house and grounds so 
as.to make them models for the com- 
munity— praaehaa and thair chureh 
members, womana* alubs, ^ed Cross 
chapters, newspaper::, and every fam- 
ily, and especially asking city and 
town officials and heads of families to 
f umM toiaii and tba heavy labor 
necessary in hauling off the refuse 
which, with this encouragement, the I 
women children can l)e relied up- 
on to collect at accessible places; and 
the Board nrgaa that tbe press, worn- 
ens' clubs, clergy and teachers give 
this proclamation such publicity as 
will make it effective, with the plea 
that th a e l a an-up ba rapaatad'monthly 
uotil cold woatbar aets in nizt fttU, 
except that it ,be weekly as to the 
manure iu all stables where horses are 
kept iu order CD put an end to the 
breeding of fltaa.

After a careful investigation into 
the condition of the tobacco markets 
of the United Statea and sucl^oraign 

countries as information can ba aa^ 
cured from and based entirely upon a 
normal production per acre, for the 
tobacco aeraaga bow hi sight, the 
Department of Markata aabmlta Uia 
following report for the informatioQ 
of tobacco growers and buyers in this 
state. With the acreage now planned, 
If a normal yield per aQie is produced, 
the pricejDf all barley, aitopt tb& 
highest type of cigarette leaf, should 
show a marked falling olT -during the 
market season of I^i'u, and even the 
highest quality leaf may suSte from 
competition with the, Virgiq^type, 
if this is produced iu any where near 
the 'luautity indicated by the acreage 
planned Since 1»17, there has been 
a constant tr^d toward ad over- 
prodactlon of tobacco, but ^ttits was 
not felt because of 4be sudden econo- 
mic changes which came about at the 
close of th^ \^ar, and the high prices 
of last year's hurley market were a 
direct result of surplns stooks in this 
country and a partial failure of the 
Eisteru American crops, togetlier

Fro|n remarks in the namtiYM of 
the latter historian I had no trou- 
ble in identifying him. He was

Moreover, both historians 
recorded hapenings that I hea'"d 
related when I was a barefooted 
boy. My parents were living on 
the old homestead only a fesv 
stel)3 east of the old Union church 
and in the direct path of the tor- 
nado that destroyed that atruet- 
ore in 1859. Yet not a ahingle 
was diatorj^ on the r^id^iiee. 

I have also iieard my mother 
tell (^he is now in her Slat year) 
how her grandmother was almost 
paralized with fear at the ap- 
proach of a neighbor whom she 
mistook for one of the Harp^s. 
This great grandmother by the 
way was a sister of Robert 
Hindman the^ first of the name 
in Adair Go. 

These afleestoiii named Watt 
came in wilh tbtf oolohy that 
settled on Casey fork but bonie- 
steaded on -^m Mat iride ^f 
RosseU and just east of the 
present P. 0. Fry, Green Co., 
on a part of which the writer 
was born. 

As related by Judge Baker my 
paternal ancestors came in with 
Col. Casey and homesteaded 
juat north of where the old brick 
church stood between Butlers 
Fork and Big Creek, ^ere are 
three of the Dudley picmeers, 
the .graadfalber of the late 
coosin Ann Enbaak, the iiriter's 
great grandfather and uncle 
"Billie" who left/no hours. 

I will give one anecdote of the 
hardy pioneer as related to the 
writer: Uncle "Billie" was want 
to go out in "the "cane brakes" 
once a week to "salt" his cattle 
and was always accompanied by 
his big English Cur dog. On 
one trip the dog "treed" a full 
grown panther./ Cutting some 
good cudgels uncle Billie pro- 
ceeded to pelt Mr. panther from 
his perch in tiiO tree and he ftnd 
the dog dispatehed him mid with 
no other weap<m than a stout 
club. These and many other 
experinces of the pioneers of. 
that region were indelibly re 
corded on my mind in childhood 
by tongues mostly long since 
stilled in death.
